DOZF.NS of Scots have had 
I heir names and addresses 
published in a hit-list by a neo- 
Hazi group which encourages 
sltacks on political opponents. 

The latest issue, of Target,, 
produced by Pro-Fispist Ac- 
tion, claims to ''expose" 60 key 
activists in the Trotskyist 
Socialist Workers’ Party and 
SWP-dominated Anti-Nazi 
League in Scotland. But many 
on the list are teachers, com- 
munity activists and Labour 
parly, members who do not 
belong to either organisation. 

Their names and addresses 
have been taken from the diary 
of an ANL member in Glas- 
gow, who was attacked and 
robbed in the street last

Target’s claim that pro-fas- 
cist sympathisers riiight simply 
want to talk to those named 
was discredited Ust week by 
SoS. Three members of both 
the BNP ifid British Move- 
ment rev£Jil6d that identifica- 
tion in publication^ such as 
'Target Snd ’ 1 Combat 18’s 
Redwatch led to those named 
being harassed or attacked. 

Ameer Anwar, the ANL’i 
Scottish spokesman; said: "I’m 
alarmed by this list, which 
shows the true face of the BNP. '

claimed itself to be the work of 
Pro-Fascist Action, whose motto 
is ‘‘self-defence is no offence”.

In nearby Southampton 
Nick Chaffey, the red "exposed" by us as being the organiser of the "hate" 
campaign being jointly waged by Searchlight and the YRE, against BNP member John 

Morse went running to his local newspaper whinging about the "Fascists being 

cowards" and "targeting INNOCENT people". The obviously lefty dominated 
Southampton Advertiser accused us of being linked to the mysterious "Combat 18' 
group, and coyly avoided giving details of both Nick and the Maple Leaf 

Nightclub that has been used extensively by both YRE's "bosses" Militant Labour, 
and the Anti-Nazi League. There was no hint of apology about the campaign of 
harassment against John Morse, which has included an arson attack on his house, 
far from it! Nick was even described by reporter Zak Newland as being "brave". 

We wrote to the local paper explaining OUR position, and they printed a

Just in case you missed our last issue, Nick lives at 5, St Augus tines Gardens, 
St Denys, Southampton, and the Maple Leaf, is in Southampton's Polygon area.

“We are not sure if the 
management of the club are 
aware of the presence of 
this acum, but perhaps 
someone would like to con- 
tact them on (phone num- 
ber withheld) and point out 
to them the potential dan- 
gers of allowing a licensed 
club to become a political 
battlefield. 

"Perhaps it should also be 
pointed out that all drinks 
licences can be opposed 
when they come up for

The pamphlet is produced 
in Essex and circulated 
nationally among members 
of the elitist, underground, 
organisation Combat 18. 

But brave Nick remains 
defiant. "I think it exposes 
fascists for what they real- 
ly are, and it’s what we have 
come to expect from people 
who do what they do and 
say what they say. 

“These people are cowards 
in the main - they target 
innocent people, and I’m 
not going to accept fascists 
intimidating anybody in 
this city. 

"It does concern me, but I'm 
not that bothered. They 
pray on fear, and I'm not 
going to be intimidated.*
